EXPECT PASSAGE 


OF LIQUOR BILL 
LATE WEDNESDAY 


Will Create Machinery For 


Enforcement of Crabbe 


Prohibition Aet. 


House Takes Up Measure 


When It Convenes This 


Afternoon. 


Columbus, Feb. 2.—Final passage of 


the Miller bill creating machinery for 
enforcement of the Crabbe state pro- 
hibition act was expected today when 
the house meets this afternoon to take 
up this measure. 


The senate was expected to vote to- 


day on a bill by Senator Atwood of 
Franklin county which would require 
every automobile owner to file with the 
county clerk an affidavit of ownership 
of his automobile and which would re- 
quire a bill of sale to be recorded with 
the clerk for every car bought or sold 
in the future. The object of the mea- 
sure is to stop the theft of cars. 
Senator McCoy of Youngstown an- 
nounced today that he would introduce 
another automobile bill making the pen- 
alty for 'Stealing an' automobile ten 
years imprisonment in the penitentiary. 


Dry leaders today pointed out the 
statement of Governor Davis yester- 
day in support of their contention for 
making this an emergency' act. The 
governor in his statement relative to 
emergency measures declared that "the 
people have" approved the Crabbe act. 
and it is clearly our 
sworn duty to 


bring about its enforcement with the 
least possible delay." 
The Miller bill will " go before the 
house just as it passed 
the 
senate 


•with amendments which provide that 
private homes 
shall not be searched 


until it has been established before a 
court that liquor "is being sold, manu- 
factured or possessed unlawfully." 


This provision is inserted by the drys 
to strengthen the Crabbe act. which, 
providing for search 
and 
seizure, re- 
quires proof of sale 
only, 
before a 
search warrant can be issued. 
Dry leaders declare that bootleggers 
are 
using 
the homes as a base of 


operation and they want the right to 
search such places 
-where they have 


knowledge that liquor is being manu- 
factured there or is illegally possessed. 


The soldiers bonus resolution which 
passed the senate yesterday without a 
dissenting vote will be messaged to the 
house today and may be taken up for 
action in the house tomorrow. 


The Taft cities relief bill, permit- 
ting cities to issue 
deficiency,. , bonds,

NEED NEARLY HALF 
BILLION TO FINISH 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


House Committee Says Cost 


Will Be Almost One 


Billion. 


More Than Half of Amount 


Already Has Bjeen Ap- 


propriated. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Xearly half a 
billion dollars will be required to com- 
plete the great naval building program 
embarked .upon in 1916 the house ap- 
propriations committee estimated today 
in reporting the -annual appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year, -1922. The com- 
mittee said that while the total cost of 
completing tho program was originally 
placed at $544,700,01)0 increased cost of 
material and labor probably would in- 
crease the total cost to $972,931,000 of 
which 
$538,270,000 has been appro- 
priated, The bill reported today which 
carries a total of $395,504,444.23 pro- 
vided $90,000,000 for continuing con- 
struction next year. 
"This amount," the accompanying 
report stated, will allow the work to 
be prosecuted during the coming fiscal 
ytar about os rapidly as it has been 
possible to proceed thus far in the cur- 
rent .fiscal year." 


The 1916 program 
authorized 156 
ships. • Many of these have been' com- 
pleted, but seventeen battleships and 
battle cruisers and a number of auxil- 
iaries still are under construction. 
The bill as it reached the house to- 


day carried $37,775,128.77 less than the 
xmount appropriated a year ago, and 
.$284.011.287.24 less than the amount 
requested by the navy department. 
Besides the cut in the enlisted per- 


sonnel of the navy from 143,000'to 100,- 
000 heretofore announced, the commit- 
tee also cut the marine corps from 
27,-iOO to 20,000 enlisted men. 
No re- 


duction, however will be made in the 
number of officers in cither branch of 
service. 
A force of 100.000 men, the commit- 


tee said, would be sufficient to keep at 
least 3S4 vessels in operation or 32 
more than were in the entire navy in 
1916. 
The total appropriation for aviation 


is $6,913,431, a reduction of $28,086,569 
than was appropriated for last year. 


An appropriation of $550,000 for a 
work a work on yards and stations on 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts is rcc- 
qmmciided, while $4,907,000 is proposed 
for yards on the Pacific coast and in- 
Hawaii. 


Among the provisions for expendi- 
tures on the Pacific coast and in Ha- 
waii- are1 $325,000 • for the Mare Island 
California, navy yards, $1,405,000 for 
the Puget Sound). Washington navy 
yard; $1.025,000 for the naval station 
and $177,000 for a.n ammunition depot 
at Pearl Harbor. Hawaii; $100,000 for a 
similar depot at Mare Island and $25,000 
for one on Ppget Sound: $200,000 for 
the naval base at San Diego, Califor- 
nia; 
$-10.000 for a submarine base on 


Coco fiolo, Panama Canal zone and 
$150,000 for a similar base at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii. 
The committee rec- 


ommended an appropriation of $200,000 
for the navy yard at Philadelphia as 
compared with $1,200,000 appropriated 
for this year, cut the appropriation for 
the Norfolk. 
Va., navy 
yard from 


$520,000 to $230,000 and made no pro- 
vision for navy yards at Washington, 
D. C., or Portsmouth. X. H. 
Xo provision was made for a naval 


station at Guam for which the navy 
department recommended a $1,499,000 
appropriation. 


REPARATION TERMS 


WOULD BRING CHAOS 


Berlin, Tuesday, Frfj. 1.—Germans 


regarded the reparation terms decided 
upon by the supreme allied council in 
Paris last week as fantastic and im- 
possible of execution, and in it is the 
general opinion the government cannot 
agree on them'. 
The cabinet which received the text 


cf the allied note yesterday, was in ex- 
ecutive session until late last night, and 
the note was not released for publica- 
tion until too late for editorial com- 
ment. 
_ . , 
"Madness," is the term of the Reich- 
stag used in discussing the reparation 
conditions. 
Foreign Minister Simons 
declared the execution of the terms 
would "produce chaos, not only in Ger- 
many, but throughout central Europe, 
as the bankruptcy of Germany would 
also bankrupt part of Germany's war 
creditors, among whom is France." 
"It is greatly to be deplored" he con- 


tinued, "that the great American na- 
tion was onlly a bystander during the 
negotiations concerning reparations at 
Paris. The settlement of this question 
determines the fate of the world's eco- 
nomics and of world culture. 
Herbert Guttmann, of the Drcsdener 


bank said: 
"The reparation figures are absurd 
and the lax levy on exports is absolute- 
ly beyond understanding. 
The latter 


would kill Germany's export business, 
and how'Hoes the entente expect Ger- 
many to pay if she cannot export her 
products. 
It 
is 
inconceivable- that 


America and England will permit Ger- 
many, their best customer, to be ruin- 
ed by the enforcement of such terms. 
The German mark showed a sharp 


decline toward the close of yesterday's 
session of the Bourse, when the terms 
became generally known.

NATION AGAINST 
UNPREPAREDNESS 


Approves World Disarma- 
. ment But Wants U. S. 


to Go Ahead. 


Doesn't Want Any Halt Un- 


til All Nations Enter 


Agreement.

ft.gainst pacificism and unpreparedness 
were given* the house naval committee 
today by General Porshing who appear- 
ed to discuss world disarament. 


While expressing approval of the pro- 


posal for a world disarmament confer- 
ence, the former commander of the 
American expeditionary forces said the 
United States should go ahead with its 
present naval and army programs until 
a definite agreement hud been reached 
by at least the five great world powers. 


"We should steer clear of drifting in- 


to a pacificist attitude of mind especial- 
ly because we are discussing the sub- 
frxst," General Pershing asserted. "None 
of us wants war, but we do not want 
to be caught unprepared if war comes. 
" Until some agreement is had I would 
say that the safe policy for the United 
States to pursue would be to continue 
our army and navy programs and not 
pillow ourselves to be caught unprepar- 
ed as we were at the beginning of the 
world war. 
It is unsafe and unwise 


for one nation to disarm at such a time 
as this unless the others do Iikewi.se. 
I think I am in a position to know bet- 
ter tlmri any other man. what unprepar- 
odness meant at the beginning of the 
war." 


The nations of the world know, the 


general added, -that America's economic 
position would enable it to outstrip the 
world in military preparation if it KO 
desires and therefore, they would real- 
ize the sincerity of a move for disarma- 
ment if initiated by this country and 
would subscribe to it gladly. 
TERMS NOTFINAL 


GERMANY THINKS 


Believes Reparation Agree- 


ment Reached By Allied 
Supreme Council Is Basis 
For Negotiation. 


Berlin, Feb. 2.—Germany does not 


consider the terms of the reparation de- 
cided upon by The supreme allied coun- 
cil at Paris last week as being the 
final settlement of the indemnity ques- 
tion, but the basis of future negotia- 
tions. This was indicated by Dr. Wal- 
ter Simons, foreign minister, who spoke 
on the reparations questions before the 
Reichstag yesterday. 


His address was viewed as a cautious 
statement toy -party leaders who were 
willing to formally 
discuss it in the 


lounging room of the Reichstag after 
•the session had adjourned. 
The preva- 


lent opinion was that l)r. Simons had 
not burned his bridges behind him, and 
that his present action of the German 
attitude might enable him to gain im- 
portant time, both in anticipating the 
attitude of the new American adminis- 
tration and in reaching a definite set- 
tlement of the fate of Upper Silesia. 
"The reparation demands, are above 


all, a blow at the German working man" 
Dr. Eduard David, majority Socialist 
leader and former member of the min- 
istry, declared in talking with The Asso- 
ciated Press. 
, 


"The agrarain classes might be able 
to survive such economic impositions 
as they are able to feed themselves. 
The wealthy also would probably might 
suffer under such a burden but the 
German laboring people would have to 
shoulder the burden of such terms. No 
German government is possibly con- 
ceivable which would dare to assume 
such 
responsibility 
toward 
German 


posterity as acceptance would produce 
internal chaos and lure Bolshevism to 
the eastern frontier of Germany. 
"We are quite willing to have an 
entente coalition government comprised 
of -English, French, Belgian, 
italians 
and Japanese take over the government 
of Germany and demonstrate the feasi- 
bility of the terms now imposed on us."

VICTIMS ARE SENT 


TO THEIR HOMES 


[tkrrtification Made Possi- 


ble By Bits of Clothing 


Left Unburned. 


Reported Finding of Fifth 


Body Is Untrue, Rail 


Officials say. 


The bodies of M. A. Pack. William 


Williams, 
John 
Zimmer and 
O, C- 


Roush, who were, burned to death In 
the wreck east of O'Bnnnon avenue, 
Tuesday morning, were sent to Colum- 
bus last night. 


The 
bodies of 
Williams 47, 
and 
Roush 32, were sent at 5:3! o'clock by 
L. N. Bradley, while Criss- Brothers 
sent those of Zimmer and Pack at 8:10 
o'clock. 


There was a rumor prevalent over 
the city Tuesday afternoon that a fifth 
body 
had been 
extricated 
from tn« 
burning wreckage, hut this was uri- ' 
true. 
The four m< >i wore the only 
ones who died, anvi the men who wer« 
injured are not considered to be seri- 
ously hurt.

There was nlso a rumor that Flagr 
man Stump ha-1 disappeared. This was 
also untrue, .v- the 'riagmun remained 
at the scene «f thp v.-reck u-th others 
of .the crew until the- 
woiv relieved of 
duty. 


No responsibility t'-r the wreck lia3 


been placed as yet. ;::>d no effort tft 
do so will be made by the company 
until the formal investigation is held, 
according to O. C. Parril'. 
Mr. Parrill stated that at the time 


following a wreck like yesterday's it 
was impossible to secure accurate in- 
formation. 
No attempt was made to 
interview any of the man. with a view 
of firing and this will not be done until 
the time is fixed for the formal hearing 
by the railroads. 


The work of clearing away the wreck- 
age was conttinued during the -day and 
the burning debris was piled along the 
side of the tracks. anU clearance was 
given all trains in the early afternoon. 


While the bodies of the four, men 
were identified by bits of their clothing 
is .they were taken from the burning 
wreck, that of Zimmer was again iden- 
:ificd later at Criss Brothers by a col- 
lar band of a new blue polka dot shirt 
that members of the crew knew 'ha 
wore, 
. . 
The heads and legs of all the bodies 
were missing and the only remains 
sont to the families wore burned trunks 
wrapped in cotton saturated with fluid.
